REP HECKLER WILL HEAD 12-WOMAN CODEL VISITING PRC OVER 
CHRISTMAS HOLIDAY. ALL 19 CONGRESSWOMAN INVITED BY 
PRC FORMINISTRY, BUT SEVEN HAD OTHER COMMITMENTS. HECKLER'S 
OFFICE SAYS SHE SUGGESTED INVITATION TO CHINESE DURING 
AUGUST VISIT. MINK WILL BE CODEL DEPUTY CHAIRWOMAN;
